BUILDERS ASK 
TOWN-PLANNING 
IN EDMONTON 


Need for a town-planning de- 
partment in Edmonton's civic ad- 
ministration was stressed by the 
Edmonton House Builders’ Asso- 
ciation last week. 

Nearly 50 members of the Build- 
ers’ Association voted in favor of 
a town-planning department fol- 
lowing a resolution made by quiet- 
speaking George Prudham, presi- 


dent of the National House 
Builders’ Association. (Spotlight, 
June 4). 


With Edmonton construction hit- 
ting an all-time high this year, 
town-planning was badly needed to 
avoid a hodge-podge of factories, 
dwelling, garbage dumps and 
parks throughout the city. 

Max Dewar, city architect, told 
the House Builders’ Association: 
“If we had anticipated the growth 
of the city at the beginning of the 
last war, we could have done won- 
ders."” He added that it was not 
too late for town-planning in Ed- 
monton, 

But even if town-planning was 
started right away, the city was 
still 10 years behind in planning 
and was trying to catch up in the 
face of rapid expansion. 

First basis for establishing a 
successful town-planing authority 
in the city according to Mr. Dewar, 
was to educate public opinion. 

“The average person wants to be 
shown rather than be told,” he 
said.

The menace of cheap Japanese. 


goods, which drove Canadian 
manufacturers out of home mar- 
kets in the 30's, loomed up again 
during sessions of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association con- 
ference at  St.-Andrews-by-the- 
Sea, N.B. 

A U.S, proposal to extend most- 
favored nation treatment to post- 
war Japan was described as a 
threat to Canadian and Common- 
wealth manufacturers. 

The Canadian Manufacturers’ 
Association had quickly written 
the government, recalling the situ- 
ation in pre-war years when Cana- 
dian manufacturers were jeopard- 
ized by wholesale importation into 
Canada of cheap Japanese goods 
produced in sweat-shop factories. 

To protect home industries, the 
federal government had set arbi- 
trary currency and duty rates to 
bring the prices of Japanese goods 
up to a par with Canadian com- 
modities, 

But, stated CMA’s traffic man- 
ager, R. N. McCormick, “this 
method of protecting Canadian in- 
dustry would no longer be avail- 
able to Canada if Japan were 
granted most-favored-national sta- 
tus,” 

“The U.S. delegation must know

Big-Scale Mining 
Dispenses With 
North Prospectors 


Big-scale mining operations in 
Canada's northland are easing out 
the rugged individualists who 
broke trail in the new country. 

Reports from mining areas in 
the north indicate that the pros- 
pectors, once the backbone of the 
north mining industry, may no 
longer be able to make a living in 
the country. Earlier this spring, 
reports showed that fur trappers 
are also turning to other jobs as 
fur markets fall off. (See Spot- 
light May 21). 

The main reason for the drop 
in demand for prospectors appears 
to be the decline in promotion- 
backed prospecting. Financiers of 
mining enterprises are no longer 
willing to spend large amounts of 
money on exploration or on pro- 
jects where big returns are not 
likely. 

OPPORTUNITIES 

Backers of mining projects are 
not willing to send men out to 
stake properties until they see op- 
portunities of disposing of such 
properties to their own advantage. 

Another reason for the drop in 
exploration activities has been the 
declining market in base metals. 
The sudden recent sag in base 
metal prices caused metal mines in 
the U.S. 
copper mines closed when copper 
dropped to 18 cents). No big shut- 
downs are seen for Canada but 
production of base metals will de- 
cline as prices fall. 

Unemployed prospectors will 
probably join the stream of other 
mines workers that are moving 
into metal areas (e.g.) Great Slave 
Lake) with companies already es- 
tablished there. 

SPECULATION 

In addition to the drop in base 
metals markets, the increase in 
speculation has also injured the 
employment of prospectors. Ac- 
cording to authorities, most pro- 
moters are not interested in 
whether or not claims would be 
productive. 

“Promoters are mainly interest- 
ed in selling shares,” one official 
said. “And they're having trouble 
doing that right now.”

ing primarily for the benefit and in the interests of grain pro- 

ducers.” 

The SIXTH fact to remember is that the above request of the 
organized producers was refused by the Government. The Board 
therefore still remains an agency of the Government and the Govern- 
ment insists that it remain so. The effect of this is two-fold: Ist, 
the Government has left it’s amending legislation on the Statute 
Books; and 2nd, in answer to a question in the House of Commons 
as to whether the Government intended to use the Board primarily 
in the interests of the producers, the Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, Mr. Howe, answered in the negative. His words are to be 
found in Hansard, page 1421, under date of March 14th, 1949, as 
follows: 

“Tt is obvious that the Government of Canada cannot give 
any undertaking that it will become responsible for the market- 
ing of coarse grains, solely in the interests of the producer, and 
without regard to the interests of the consumer of these pro- 
ducts.” 


In these two facts is found the official evidence of the Govern- 
ment’s refusal to comply with the request of the organized farmers 
to have the Wheat Board restored to it’s original function as a pro- 
ducers’ agency. 


GRAIN MARKETING — POLICY FOR THE FUTURE 


What, under all these circumstances, should be the marketing 
policies of the farmers of Western Canada for the days ahead? 
What, under all these circumstances, are the policies in which I 
believe ? What, under all these circumstances are the stated poli 
cies of the Party of which I am a member? They may be stated 
very briefly, and they ought to be understood by every grower of 
grain in Western Canada. 

Our FIRST policy is to continue the Canadian Wheat Board as a 
permanent institution for the marketing of the farmers’ grain crops. 

Under no circumstances would the Board be disbanded by us. 
Our Party brought in this policy in the first place. Our Party has 
always favored it’s continuance, and it believes in it more today than 
ever before. 

Our SECOND policy is to continue the fight to force the Govern- 
ment to make the Wheat Board an agency which operates in the 
interest of the farmers, rather than a Government Agency, which 
has sold, and may again sell, the farmers’ grain at less than the 
Wheat Board can sell it for. 

Government interference with the Wheat Board is the greatest 
danger the farmer has to face. Complete emancipation of the Board 
from Government dictatorship is essential to it’s success in the 
future. 


Our THIRD policy in grain marketing is to leave entirely to the 
producers themselves the right to determine in what manner their 
grain shall be marketed. If the organized farmers, as a group, desire 
by a satisfactory majority, that coarse grains be continued under the 
Wheat Board, their wishes are to be respected and acceded to. If, 
after some experience with this plan, they desire to change it, they 
would have the right to do so. 

Likewise, if the farmers desire to eliminate the futures market, 
it will be within their power to do so. In other words, the growers of 
grain in Western Canada may rest assured that the Progressive Con- 
servative Party will not force upon them any type of marketing that 
the farmers themselves do not want or do not approve, 


We believe in leaving to those who produce the nation’s food the 
right to determine every aspect of the manner in which it shall be 
marketed. 


These three principles are basic in our policy on grain marketing. 
These three principles I personally support. These three principles 
the Party of which I am a member supports. These three principles 
the organized farmers of Western Canada have requested. I know 
of no better long-term policy for the producers of grain in Western 
Canada 

In closing these remarks, let me give to every farmer my per- 
sonal assurance that, these principles, which all grain growers will 
recognize as being in their interests, will continue to be our guide. 
They mark the most forward step ever taken in the emancipation of 
the farmer from outside interference in the marketing of his products. 

These three policies leave the farmers, as a group, free from 
the domination of both Government and politicians who have sold, 
and may sell again, the farmers’ grain at less than it is worth, These 
three policies remove the farmers from any undue domination by the 
Grain Trade, which many farmers feel has had too great a say as to 
how their grain should be marketed. These policies: Marketing 
without interference by Governments and Politicians, and without 
domination by the Grain Trade, should mark a long step forward in 
the farmers’ marketing program, 

The polieies I have outlined, I do not need to point out, are in 
complete agreement with the principles discussed and approved 
at our National Convention of last October, 

I trust these three policies will meet with the widespread support 
they deserve from all grain growers, wherever they may live in 
Western Canada.

First rift in the booming post-war economy appeared last 
week when stock market prices slid down to an all-time low 


in two years, 

The fall in stock came almost 
simultaneously with an announce- 
ment from experts at United Na- 
tions headquarters at Lake Suc- 
cess, that many countries have 
reached turning-points in the post- 
war economy. 


According to the U.N. observers,

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Rival Factions 
Cause Rift in 
Bible Institute 


CALGARY. 


— A rift between 
rival factions in the Prophetic 
Bible Institute, founded by the 
late Premier William Aberhart, 
flared into the open following 
lodging of a complaint with police. 

Police were summoned to the re- 
ligious institution on Calgary's 
Fighth avenue west by a member 
of the institute board, who said a 
number of persons were attempt- 
ing to force open the doors of the 
building. 

Police found the people endeav- 
oring to gain admittance to the 
building were members of the Bible 
Institute Baptist church, which is 
at logger-heads with the institute 
board. 

Members of the board include 
Premier E. C. Manning of Alberta, 
Cc. R. Pearce and Mrs. William 
Aberhart, widow of the former 
premier of Alberta and founder of 
the Social Credit party in Can- 
ada. 

Mr. Pearce, secretary-treasurer 
of the board which governs the 
institute, said the dissention first 
arose several months ago when 
Cyril Hutchinson ‘‘took away our 
own Bible students and staff and 
formed a school of his own.” 


The school is the Berean Bible 
college, which has been holding 
classes in the institute. The schcol 
now is erecting a building of its 
own. 

Mr. Pearce said the Bible Insti- 
tute Baptist church group had been 
given notice last April to vacate 
the institute by May 31.

HEART REPAIRS — A method 
of closing down the human heart 
for as long as 15 minutes to allow 
surgeons to repair heart valves 
may be possible in the near future, 
according to two Cleveland sur- 
geons. 

Experiments have been success- 
ful with animals and it is expect- 
ed the heart surgery will be ex- 
tended to humans to fix up leaking 
heart valves or obstructions that 
stop the blood flow. 

To perform the operation, blood 
is withdrawn from the veins, fed 
oxygen outside the body instead of 
in the lungs, and then routed into 
the brain while the heart rests.

MENTAL DISEASES—A new 
use for the drug histamine has 
been reported from Creedmore 
State Hospital in New York. Ac- 
cording to doctors, if histamine is 
used in connection with electric 
or insulin shock it improves a men- 
tal patient's chance of recovery. 

The drug lowers blood pressure, 
stimulates gastric juices. 

Reports indicate that histamine, 
by increasing the flow of blood to 
the brain, brings about mental re- 
covery without electric shock 
treatment-——or even-—or even hos- 
pitalization in many cases.

SHOCK TREATMENTS—Elec- 
tric shock treatments which have 
long been used as a treatment of 
mental patients and epileptics may 


have a further use, it was revealed 


at the American Psychiatric As- 
sociation conference in Montreal 
recently 

Electric shock may be a main 
preventative in suicidal patients, 
according to doctors. The danger 
of suicide is usually passed by the 
time of the third or fourth electric 
shock treatments, doctors reveal- 
ed 

“In my own practice suicides 
have dropped by 80 to 90 per cent 
(after the treatment)", said one 


doctor. 


CONGRESSMEN 
OPPOSE NEW 
AIR ACCORD 


Scarcely had the ink dried on 
Canada’s new bilateral air agree- 
ment with the U.S. than Congress- 
men were talking of appealing to 
the U.S. department of state and 
Civil Aeronautics Board to sus- 
pend the new accord. 

Basic feature open to objection 
by U.S. air interests and politi- 
cians was the Canadian privilege 
to extend air services deep into 
U.S. territory. 

AGREEMENT 

Signed in Ottawa last Satur- 
day, the air agreement made it 
possible for Canadian airlines to: 
(1) make stopovers in Florida on 
flights to the West Indies, (2) use 
U.S. airport at Hawaii for stop- 
overs on flights to Australia, (3) 
establish a direct route from Mont- 
real to New York, and (4) use of 
two U.S. military bases in New- 
foundland. 

In return the 6.S. got (1) stop- 
over rights at Gander airport at 
Newfoundland, (2) stopover rights 
at Edmonton, (3) direct route to 
Toronto from New York, (4) di- 
rect route from Great Falls, Mon- 
tana to Edmonton. 

PROTEST 


The storm of protest from lobby 
aroups in the U.S. was based on 
three objections to the agreement: 
(1) that the agreement was one- 
sided in favor of Canada, (2) too 
much secrecy had surrounded the 
negotiations and (3) a U.S. airline 
representative was prevented from 
communicating with his colleague 
in the U.S. 


Representative Carl Hinshaw of 
California said he would denounce 
the agreement in the house of rep- 
resentatives this week. Other 
members got together to form a 
joint resolution to have the air 
agreement quashed. 


SOUTH CITIZENS 
OPPOSE PROJECT 


Citizens of South Edmonton's 
mushrooming McKernan Lake dis- 
trict last week decided to press 
objections to further mushrooming 
growth in the area. 

Main objection of a Citizen's 
Committee was a proposed rezon- 
ing of part of the area to allow 
construction of multiple-dwelling 
units and a community centre. 

A building promoter, Don E. 
Titus, had planned out a big $1,- 
000,000 community centre, includ- 
ing store and theatre, between 1111 
112 streets on 76 avenue. 

Complaints by the citizens were 
based on the opinion that apart- 
ments and business blocks would 
“hasten depreciation of the pres- 
ent residential district.” 

At last week's meeting Mr. Titus 
said he was willing to make con- 
cessions to the extent that he 
would exchange the proposed site 
for land in another “suitable 
area.” 

But, as Titus pointed out, there 
is not likely to be any other such 
area available for a big project.

With all the talk and gags about 
television on the radio and in the 
newspapers, Western Canadians 
are beginning to wonder when they 
will have a chance to see TV in 
their homes. 

In the U.S. and England, televi- 
sion has rapidly expanded to homes 
of middle-income groups. Televi- 
sion appears to be the main at- 
traction in many U.S. barrooms 
next to the liquid refreshment sold 
there. 

A survey made of radio station 
managers in Edmonton last week, 
seemed to indicate that television 
would not appear in Alberta until 
at least another five years.

granted to a city, other radio sta- 
tions would face elimination. Al- 
though some Edmonton stations 
have not prepared formal engin- 
eering briefs for submission to the 
CBC, all stations said they would 
apply for TV licenses when the 
time came. 

(2) Distance: construction of 
relay stations will be needed to 
obtain U.S. programs or relay TV 
to country points. Theoretically 
TV is limited by the visible hor- 
izon. 

(3) Production difficulties: As a 
result of distance problems the 
West would be dependent on pro- 
ducing its own programs. The cost 
of producing local programs might 
be reduced by showing motion pic- 
tures specially made for video. 

(4) Costs: Purchase and instal- 
lation of broadcasting equipment 
plus installation of home receivers 
may restrict development of TV, 
although most manufacturers be- 
lieve these costs will be reduced 
considerable. One eastern Cana- 
dian manufacturing company is 
building mantel sets for $400. 

One thing all observers were 
agreed upon: television, when it 
does come in on a mass scale will 
have a big impact on home and 
social life. 

Said one official: ‘‘When tele- 
vision is on, no one can read, talk 
or do anything. We may become a 
nation of morons.” 

“On the other hand,” continued 
the official happily, “it may keep 
children off the streets and the Old 
Man at home.” 

But for the time-being at least, 
the only contacts Westerners have 
with television will consist of over- 
worked gags on radio and in car- 
toons, and articles in newspapers 
and magazines.
